NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 9th May, 1979 

G.S.R. 288(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred hy section (J), lead 
with clause (f) of sub-section (2), of section 24 of the Passports Act, 1967 
(15 of 1967), tho Central Government hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Passports Rules, 1967, namely :— 

1, These rules may be called the Passports (Sixth Amendment) Rules, 
1979. 

2. In the Passport Rules, 1967, rule 7 shall be renumbered as sub-rule f 1) 
thereof, and after sub-rulo 1 1) as so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

“(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in this rule or in Schedule V, 
no fee shall be payable on any application for lire issue of India-Sri 
Lanka Passport to a person who has been granted Indian citizen¬ 
ship under the Indiu-Sri Lanka Repatriation Agreement entered into 
in 1964 or 1974."
